To the Inhabitants of the Town of New Durham : 


In presenting our seventh annual report we feel justified in saying 
that as a whole the work done in our schools has been more satis- 
factory than any previous year. That the system under which our 
school work is now conducted is far superior to the old district sys- 
tem is proven beyond question. Certainly none can understand the 
needs of our schools so well as those who visit and superintend them. 
By the acquaintance thus formed the members of the school board 
are greatly aided in their selection of teachers. 


During the past year we have run but seven schools, six of which 
have been taught by,teachers from our own town 

By reason of having no school in the Caverly district and havin 
the money received from the sale of our unoccupied school houses we 
have been enabled to give our scholars about one month more school- 
ing the past year than ever before. We havealso by reason of your 
generous appropriations, been supplied with funds sufficient to place 
nearly all our school houses and out buildings in good condition, and 
we recommend that they be kept so, which now may be done with 
a small outlay. 

We cannot afford in any way to neglect our school property or our 
schools for they are the nurseries from which are to come our future 
townsmen and women, and their rank as such will very largely de- 
pend on the traits of character which are developed in theschool room. 

While we realize that for the mental training of our children 
school officers and teachers are responsible, we also believe that there 
is a home influence which is interwoven in the character of every 
child, that must not be overlooked. 

Hence if we would see the best possible results, home assistance 
and discipline must be regarded. 

This has much to do with the condition of our school books. 


It is a noticeable fact that our best scholars injure our books least, 
while the greatest wear is naturally on books used by primary schol- 
ars, some of which are already of no value. 

Care and hard study on the part of scholars, and co-operation on 
the part of parents with teachers and school board are the only sure 
guarantee of success in our schools. - Let each do well their part.
